"The Christian Science AAonitor recently 
printed an editorial based on the fact that 
students in certain Eastern colleges were 
conducting polls to determine the ratings of 
faculty members. Monitor's comment was 
that it was quite reasonable to assume uni- 
versity professors might be graded, as are 
students, by marks of A through F. 

Possessing a PhD or an MA degree and 



o professorship doesn't necessarily mean 
that the instructor Is a good teacher, the 
Monitor suggested. Such things as prepara- 
tion of material, knowledge of material; 
handling of subject matter, class delivery, 
personality, good iportmonship, student un- 
derstanding, aid to the individual student 
and participation in "student activities were 
suggested as qualities upon which to grade, 
the professor. 



Is it too much to expect that a^profe^or™ 
put forth the same effort to teach as the 
good student does to learn ? We think not. 
And yet, there are some few professors who 
are not interested enough in the subject they 
teach to prepare and deliver the material 
well enough to arouse even the slightest 
suspicion of interest in the student. 

Although we do not recommend going 
as far as some universities did in conducting 
polls and giving actual grades to the pro- 
fessor as an instructor, we do believe there 
is food for thought in the idea. We suggest 
the professor take an occasional inventory 
and see if he himself, in his teaching, is 
doing what he would expect of his students 
as students. Perhaps he might give himself 
an imaginary rating such as he might re- 
ceive if one professor, superior and supreme^ 
gave an examination to all.faculty rnembers 
and upon this basis accorclingly dealt out 
grades of A, B, C, D and F. 

Orie thought strikes us ? Would some 
professors flunk ?"

Dear Sir : 

Let us make an a priori as- 
Mimption ttiatjndividual free- 
dom is a good thing. Consider 
a land of Individuals witli no 
laws and no government. OIj- 
viously, the dishonest and bar- 
baric would have. Let us then 
say that some freedoms are not 
good (e.g. freedom to kill, free- 
dom to steal), and sacrifice 
these • freedoms by imposing 
Jaws. Thus, the individual is . 
" protected;, but; we still have no 
economic organiiallon, and no 
voice in International affairs. 
So, let us form a government 
Who will govern ? Assuming 
that a government is necessary, 
we sacrifice the rights of the 
minority, and put in the govern- 
ment desired by the majority. 
The result of this would be a 
nation with an economic ma- 
chine which an individual could 
benefit from (and contribute 
to through income taxation), or 
ignore (by not working, and 
hence not contributing); Thus, 
by sacrificing a minimum of In- 
dividual rights, we would have 
a reasonably free, and yet fea- 
, sible, nation. (Childish simpli- 
fication, indeed; but In prin- 
ciple, a rough idea of what Ca- 
nada could very easily be). 
' People like Saul Ship, Sha- 
ron Sholzberg, etc., have been 
working on the assumption that 
McGill University is also some 
kind of nation. It isn't. We 
MUST vote for a Canadian 
government because it is neces- 
sary for survival, since we live 
in Canada. McGill is a universi- 
ty. We don't live here, we study 
here. No voting is necessary. No 
campus issue is worth sacrifie-, 
tng individual rights for. The 
very idea of a referendum on 
UGEQ was Immoral. The very 
idea of using the name of Mc- 
Gill University in a political de- 
■ nionstfatlon of any sort Is In- 
credible. Why not complete ^the 



activities, etc., and so don't 
mind contributing to that (not 
that I had any say, of course). 
But don't try to force me to 
support any politics, religion, 
race, labour union, . . . anything. 
I'll support what I choose to 
support. 1 pay fees for educa- 
tion, and I pay the government 
to carry out political necessi- 
ties.

Mark 
Twain, who was considered a' 
loyal American had this to say 
on loyalty.^ In the "Connecti- 
cut Yankee" he wrote, "I was 
from. Connecticut whose consti- 



tution declares 'that all political 
power is Inherent In the people, 
and all free governments ar< 
founded on their authority and 
Instituted for their benefit.' You 
see, my kind of loyalty was 
loyalty to one's country, not to 
its Institutions or office holders. 
The country Is the real thing; 
It Is the thing to watch over, to 
care for, and be loyal to; Insti- 
tutions are extraneous, they are 
Its mere clothing, and clothing 
can wear out, become ragged, 
cease to protect the body from 
winter, disease and death. To be 
loyal to rags, to shout for rags, 
to worship rags, to die for rags 
— that is a loyalty of unrea- 
son." 

In the P^agon there are 
powerf iîPîSîeîifents that are 
eager for ' ftill scale war with 
Communist China. These are 
the advisers- who have persu- 
aded President Johnson to make 
military gambits that might pro- 
voke China Into a military re- 
sponse. They are "the most ag- 
gressive of the "Hawks". And 
they undoubtedly have consider- 
able backing among many ca- 
pitalists themselves. A typical 
example is the former air force 
chief. General Curtis LeMay 
. who has suggested that Viet 
|i|Namibe5,w«njédilhat "it will be 
IfsWown'liacCTiBSlfhe stone age." 
The extremist "Hawk" view- 
point is that China's infant nu- 
clear facilities must be destroy- 
ed now, before China develops 
a delivery capacity. 

Marriner Eccles, former chair- 
man of the board of the federal 
reserve system, denounced the 
U.S. Viet Nam'pollcy on Janu- 
ary 4: according to a United 
Press International despatch. 
He charged that Mr. Johnson 
has misled the American. pe»^ 
pie on Viet Nam and was walk- 
ing into a communi.st trap. The 
U.S. Policy, he said, has aligned 
Russia with China and has left 
the U.S. "with practically no 
support from the rest of the 
world." • 

Before the Gcrniaii invasion 
of Russia in 1941. Hitler and 
the German General .Staff's mis- 
calculatlôn of Rus.sia's capabil- 
ity and strength to fight was 
based to a large degree on "the 
poor showing of Russian milita- 
ry forces in its war on Finland 
in 1040. When the German 
armies became hopelessly bog- 



ged down deep inside Russia, . 
Hitler gloomily stated that Rus- 
sia's m i 1 1 1 a r y performance 
against Finland was the "great- 
est piece- of camouflage in his- 
tory." 

Surely the state of the world, 
and the dangers we face, call 
for a reconstruction of society 
that would end war. Its threat 
and its cause. The reconstruc- 
tion needed is that of socialism, 
a world in which peace is as- 
sured by the elimination of in- 
terests other than those of man- 
kind, individually and collective- 
ly.

The Union's porters and 
cleaners are now in a position 
to negotiate a contract with 
the Students' Society," Ihe^ op- 
erators of the Union.

employees.

He expressed gratitude for stu- 
dent support of the Burns em- 
ployees before they joined the 
Union. on Monday.

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Norwegian panel defines free love

Free love does not mean free sex, contrary to the Nc>rlh American interpretation of th« 
Scandinavian natural outlook on sex, according to a panel of students Tuesday evening. 



The panel, moderated by Gor- 
don Laing, Assistant Professor of 
Sociology, included Hallward Ku- 
loy, Caterine Schultz, Ragnwald 
Okke'nhaug and Kristian. Kris- 
Hansen, all from Norway. 

As Kristiansen said, "our love 
is no freer at home than here; 
there are no more couples who 
go to bed: together theré than 
here, the difference is in our at- 
titudes, which malces you think 
that it's free". Children^'aré' ac- 
quainted with the cohseqiiences 
of sex at an early age. They are 
neither encouraged nor discour- 
aged from trying it once they 
reach adolescence. 



Miss Schultz said that the 
Scandinavian youth leaves high 
school and collese later than his 
American counterpart. Thus, he 
Is faced with long years of wait- 
ing before marriage. Society docs 
not conde.'nn his having sexual 
intercourse with the person he 
loves and intends to marry. 

Kulyo said that there was no 
"social boycott" of the unwed 
mother or the illegitimate child, 
"but, on the other hand, nobody 
cries hurrah." Scandinavia is a 
welfare state, and the unwed 
mother, considered the victim of 
a male culprit, gets considerable 
social aid. .

Economic planning needled 
for Canadian unity 

National unity cannot be achieved without economic plan- 
ning, said McGili Political Science Professor Charles Taylor, 
speaking "as â non-partisan";at Hillel .Yesterday, 



There is very great regional 
economic disparity in Canada 
which works toward disunity. It 
cannot be combatted except by 
a rigorous system of planning". 

He said that even if there were 
no language problem, there 
would still be forces in Canada 
that prevent unity. One of these 
is the lack of a sense of common 
purpose among Canadians. 

"It is a strange paradox," he 
said, "that the United States, 
i which forced, Canadian Confede- 
' ration bècâitsé of the threat of 
foreign absorption, is now a 
threat to national unity". 

According to Taylor, the Li- 
beral governmentijs^tUnSjlthe 
country slip into^tne^merican 
. orbit. But he said, "Canadian uni- 
ty cannot exist alongside a move- 
ment towards contincntalism".^ 
"As long as Canadian compa- 
. nies . follow directives set by 
: Washington, then the chances of 



developing a viable economy 
are zero". ' v:!.-...,., .. 

Another factor working toward 
disunity, Taylor said, is the "fe- 
deral vacuum". If Ottawa con- 
tinues to let its responsibilities 
slide, then the provincial govern- 
ments are forced to; take it upon 
themselves. 

"In this sense" he said, "Eric 
Kierans was right to send a let- 
ter to Washington. If the house 
is burning, who has time to wor- 
ry, about constitutional niceties ?
